“The Day We Celebrate 

We call it Independence Day—the day we celebrate— 
and it is no idle holiday in this old world of turmoil where 
the independence of more than a dozen once sovereign states — 
has vanished before the onslaught of villainous aggression. 
So—in order to make our own independence secure against 
that menacing tide, we of this nation have plunged—heart 
and soul—into the task of building a military machine on 
land, sea and in the air that is second to none, 

But grave as this task is, it is no more difficult than that 
which faced the thirteen colonies in the days of ’76 
and we now pay tribute to the courage and inflexible. will 
of those statesmen of that time who led a small group of 
states to challenge one of the world’s mightiest powers and 
to assert their right to be free and independent. But less 
remembered today—and it is well worth remarking—is the 
fact that the Declaration of Independence was then regard- 
ed by many persons as an act of the most wanton and fool- 
hardy recklessness. The people of the colonies were by no 
means united in its support—in fact, many were totally in 
different to it, while others opposed military action of any 
kind. 

Really, there was some reason for the claim of those who 
eried, ‘‘We can’t win!’’ For the colonies had no status 
whatever in the family of nations. Their finances were in 
chaotic condition and they were challenging the 
world’s greatest naval power—even their mother country— 
a nation, moreover, supported by well traimed and veteran 
armies. The American states had barely a handful of ships; 
their troops were inferior in numbers and training 
there were no funds with which to finance a war. 

But the fearful and disheartened skeptics lost the day— 
for victory went to the men of such spirit as Washington 
and Jefferson, of Tom Paine and Patrick Henry. And it is 
those men—and others of their kind—whom Americans re- 
member and honor on our Independence Day. And to the 
eause for which they fought America pledges its undying 
loyalty.

Jobs Instead of Doles 

A statement issued by Assemblymen Gerald C. Kepple 
and Frederick Houser—and subscribed to by six state sen- 
ators and fifteen other assemblymen—states that more jobs 
are available in California industry and agriculture than 
there are employable persons to fill them and such 
a statement would indicate that no great injustice should 
result from the fact that the state legislature adjourned 
without appropriating funds for continuing the State Relief 
Administration. 

It is a well known fact that the number of cases on SRA 
had dwindled to 26,000 and was dropping at the rate of six’ 
per cent a week when such aid was withdrawn and 
there is considerable evidence to support the contention that 
many of those who were still on the SRA rolls would have 
continued to live on the bounty of the state as long as it 
was available—regardless of the fact that jobs are now 
plentiful. So—as things stand at this time and will no doubt 
eontinue as long as the nation is in the midst of gigantic 
war preparations—the dole is gone, jobs are available in 
practically every line of endeavor, and it is time that every 
employable got back to gainful employment. 

The person who will not accept such employment when 
it is available is nothing more than a leech, There have al- 
ways been a certain percentage of them in our country. They 
got along before'the dole was instituted . . . and they will 
get along now that it has been discontinued. However, 
they are of no value except to serve as a horrible example 
of what a decent and patriotic person is not. T can think of 
no other excuse for their existence,

“When Thieves Fall Out” 

We ordinary folks—as well as the diplomats—were some- 
what stunned and had the wind knocked out of us when 
Hitler did his sudden ‘‘about face’’ and started marching 
through Red Russia. But we have recovered somewhat by 
this time and the diplomats are each scrambling to 
take advantage of Hitler’s treachery. For, as we all know, 
international diplomacy is a business of hard boiled realism 
--and war, like politics, sure makes strange bedfellows! 

Over here in the United States we view the situation with 
mixed emotions. We are glad that embattled Britain has. a 
breathing spell and we hope it will give our country the 
necessary time to come to her rescue with materials of war 
that she sorely needs. Seems we are even going to let down 
the bars to some extent in order to aid Red Russia while she 
is keeping the world’s arch villain busy in that country. 

However, we must not lose sight of the fact that both 
Nazi Germany and Red Russia are enemies of our way of 
life and that both have sought to undermine the United 
States by keeping paid agitators and saboteurs here for that 
purpose. They are both criminals among nations and the 
best thing we can hope for is that they destroy each other 
as they are attempting to destroy others. 

Just at this time, between Hitler and Stalin we may pre- 
fer that the latter win, as Hitler is perhaps most dangerous 
to the peace of the world. However, we should shed no
